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ABSTRACT 

The cottputer prograni aeacribed ia written in EASIC 
and^ although it was developed for use at Slippery Reck State 
Colleqe^ it eould be adapted easily for ether libraries using Library 
of concfress classification and cataloging rules. The program uses 
sisiple sequences of instructions and explanatiens fcllowed by 
questions* Branchinq is eniployed to adiance atudenta nho answer 
correctly to the next unit of instruction^ or to send those who 
respond incorrectly to remedial guest icns. While remedial inatruction 
has to be kept at a minimum because of the lemory liiitations imposed 
by the college's IBK 370-135 computing system, a special feature does 
allow students to repeat missed uatetial. Scftware limitations also 
prevented automatic graphic presentation of instructional materials, 
and a manual was developed to accompany the program. Deaflte its 
limitations, the program has been highly rated by librarians, library 
science malors, and undergraduate students at the college and from 
other institutions. The basic units include a general introduction, 
drawer arranqement, guide cards, types cf catalog cards, catalog card 
format, information found on a catalog card, filing rules, and 
subiect headinqs, * Sample pages from the program guide, the evaluation 
questionnaire, and an analysis of evaluatien data are attached.

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INTRODUCTID 

One Madblock to furthOT uifi of compute uslated instruetlon (CAI). 
on all educational levels is the unavailability of programs. Programs ajpe 
usually cievelopad by instruotofs for specif lo, oour so-related purposee. 
Thought is seldom given to making the program more widely available through 
publioetionf local reproduation and diasemination, or through ERIC« Often 
programs which could be acceptable to a nationel audience are not developed- 
rather, the only audience in the mind of the author is his clasa. The copy- 
right question I largely unresalved, may prove to be a further hindrance to 
increased avalliibility of CAI programs. They are virtually never available 
in any form, therefore^ and deter potential authors from develaping similar 
programs* Each time a new program is developed~the authors of CAI programs 
know, cpuntless hours of reading , writing, and prograrf?ming are involved. 
Evaluation, re-programming, and further evaluation occur contlnuoualy there- 
after in developing en educationally sound and attractive instructional 
package. The ideal situation, then. Is that the locally developed CAI program 
Is made available to other educational institutions at little or no charge 
and with little or no change In the tes^t. It Is in this spirit that the 
program In thia document is made available, 

I believe that this program could be used at other colleges and 
universities with little change* The library at Slippery Rock State College 
follows ordinary Library of Congress clasaiflaation and cataloging rules and 
is a member of the Ohio College Library Center, No strictly local cataloging 
or filing rules were included in the program. Further, the computer language 
used is BASIC, one of the most widely known and used languages today. Because 
prograrfflRlng for CAI Is largely a mechanical exercise , it should not be trouble- 



some t© convBrt this ptsgram into another language in terfftfl of the tactual 
matter and quistione whieh appear. Other fBatyrea of the program may prove 
dlffioult to include p The advantagea of DASIC over other languagea such mm 
COURSEWRITER in thia regard is apparent, 

A sflrious limitation of the program is the inability to achieve the 
state-of-the-art in compyter-asei^ted inatryctic/ri. Thla la the direct result 
of the limits of the college IBM 370-135 compyting aystem. The llmltatioiiS 
in terms of evailablt words of memory was aeverei Sectioning of the material 
into distinct unite end programs, computer^ehalned together, la one of the 
eonsequenCBi. Sueh chaining la Iteelf apaoe, or mBmory consuming* The 
repitltion can be easily seen by looking at the progrom etatemente at the 
and of each aaotlon, or syb-pregram. 

The programp therefore, ia a straight fort^ard one which uses aimplo 
nequencea of Inatructiana and e5<planationa| followed by questidna. Branching 
la employed to advance/ the student who answera correctly to the next unit or 
inatructlon, or used to send the user who anawars a question incorrectly to 
a remedial set or %e^^ of queations* Remedial Instruction had to be kept to 
a minimum because of the memory limltatlona imposed by the computer system* 
Software llmltatjona were aerloua, therefore, and prevented automatic graphic 
preientation of InBtructional material in the forms of alide or microfiche 
projection of images. Thla restriction meant that a manual, or guide had to 
be developed also for the preBontation of sample catalog cards, drawer 
arragemanti and other illuatrf^ tipns. 

There are several features of the progrem which merit discussion. 
One featyre allows the student to proceed to other units within the program^ 
The basic unite of the card catalog program are the following i

When proceoding to another unit, however, the user muat begin at the start of 
thB unit* Another poaiiibly unique feature of the program enables the atudent 
to backapace appro?«imately ten, twenty, or fifty lines to the beginning of an 
inatruotion* This feature causes missed material to be repeated* The back* 
spaoing technique wag added because ramBdial instructiona had to be kept to a 
minimum in ttrder to conserve aomputer rrwrnory* The user, however, cannot 
advence in a similar fashion if he feels that he knawi the materSal which 
ia preeented. He can, though, advonce to a new unit if the material is well 
known to him. A pausing fBature was odded bscause some inatructions wera too 
lengthy and not interrupted by enough queations* Thu ueer may hit any key in 
order to advance after a pause. Material was not interrupted by questions 
toward the end of the entire program since, to have done so, would have 
required more computer memnry then was available to the author* These 
features are explained in the manual as well as the programs 

Despite such limitations, the program has been rated highly by 
librarians, library science majors, and by undergraduate students at the 
college. Five librarians from other Institutions , five undBrgraduate 
library science majors, and fifteen other college undergraduate studente 
were asked by the author to evaluate the program in the gymmer of 1978, 
Eleven qualitiea of a good program were evaluated. The form and the data 
collected appear on the neKt three pagee. In terms of organiiation (3,9), 
usefulness {3*9), quality (3.7), and comprehensiveness (3*6), a solid A 
grade was received, based on a 4*0 QPA-type of grade or scale. A high B 
grade was received for clarity (3*3), speed (3*5), and amount of instruction 
(3*4) , B scores were given for amount of student participation (3*2)^ feed- 
back (3,3)| stimulation (3*2), and difficulty (3*2), Comments of evaluators 
flro included. It should be noted that no evaluatora, were knowledgeable about
